HOUSTON I Hurricane Rita closed in on the 
fourth-largest U.S. city and the heart of the 
country’s oil-refining industry with howling 
145 mph winds Thursday, sending hundreds 
of thousands of people fleeing in a frustrat- 
ingly slow, bumper-to -bumper exodus. 

“This is the worst planning I’ve ever seen,” 
said Judie Anderson, who covered just 45 
miles in 12 hours after setting out from her 
home in the Houston suburb of LaPorte. 

In all, nearly 2 mil- 
lion people along the 
Texas and Louisiana 
coasts were urged to get 
out of the way of Rita, a 
400 -mile-wide storm 
that weakened Thursday 
from a top- of- the -scale 
Category 5 hurricane 
to a Category 4 as it 
swirled across the Gulf 
of Mexico. But it was still 
an extremely dangerous 
storm — and one aimed 
at a section of coastline 
with the nation’s big- 
gest concentration of 
oil refineries. 

The evacuation was a traffic nightmare. 
Highways leading inland out of Houston, a 
metropolitan area of 4 million people, were 
clogged for up to 100 miles north of the city. 

Drivers ran out of gas in 14 -hour traffic 
jams or looked in vain for a place to stay as 
hotels filled up all the way to the Oklahoma 
and Arkansas line. Others got tired of waiting 
and went back home. Service stations report- 
ed running out of gasoline, and police officers 
along the highways carried gas to motorists 
whose tanks were on empty, mikegraczyk(ap)

Houston Ripe for Crippling Floods 

City’s low-lying area is home to 700,000 people 


Hurricane Rita has the potential 
to flood an area almost twice the 
size of New Orleans when it reaches 
shore early Saturday, causing tens 
of billions of dollars in damage to 
the Houston metropolitan area and 
plunging yet another major Gulf 
Coast metropolis into disarray. 

“You’re looking at the southeast 


quadrant of the city of Houston, 
from downtown to Galveston Bay, 
being underwater,” said Chris 
Johnson, president of Dodson & 
Associates. 

That area is home to about 
700,000 people, 15 percent of the 
metro population. It includes the 
Johnson Space Center, which sits 


about 20 miles southeast of down- 
town Houston in a low-lying area 
threaded by bayous. 

Also subject to flooding are 
Texas City and other centers of 
chemical production and petro- 
leum refining. As they did before 
Hurricane Katrina, environmen- 
talists worry that Rita could cause 
the release of toxic pollutants at one 
or more of the 87 chemical plants. 


A CITY AT RISK 

The potential damage from a 
Category 5 storm, according to 
the firm Dodson & Associates: 

The hurricane could inundate 
369 square miles of land, includ- 
ing Houston and its suburbs.

With levees damaged, 
city fears storm could

NEW ORLEANS I In a grim open- 
ing salvo from Hurricane Rita, a 
steady rain began falling Thursday 
on New Orleans for the first time 
since Katrina laid waste to the city, 
and engineers rushed to shore up 
the broken levees for fear of another 
ruinous round of flooding. 

The forecast called for 3 to 5 
inches of rain in New Orleans in 
the coming days. That is danger- 
ously close to the amount engineers 
said could send floodwaters pouring 
back into neighborhoods that have 
been dry for less than a week. 

There was also the risk that the 
storm could take a sharper-than- 
expected turn on its way toward 
Texas and hit much closer to New 
Orleans. “Right now, it’s a wait- 
and-see and hope-for-the-best,” 


Army Corps of Engineers spokes- 
man Mitch Frazier said. 

He said the forecast brought 
renewed urgency to efforts to shore 
up levees with sandbags and bring 
in more portable pumps. The corps 
also installed 60 -foot sections of 
metal across some city canals to 
protect against storm surges. 


The entire Mississippi delta 
region was under a tropical storm 
warning. To the west of New 
Orleans, the storm was expected 
to bring 15 to 20 inches of rain 
to southwestern Louisiana. Gov. 
Kathleen Blanco urged the evacu- 
ation of some 500,000 people in 
southern Louisiana, (ap)

Panel Votes to 
Approve Roberts 


Chief justice hopeful 
OK’d 13-5; nomination 
now goes to hill Senate 

WASHINGTON I The Senate Judiciary 
Committee on Thursday approved 
John Roberts’ nomination as the 
next chief justice of the United 
States, virtually assuring his confir- 
mation by the Senate next week. 

The official tally of 13-5 was 
anticlimatic, with the committee’s 
10 majority Republicans lined up 
solidly behind the conservative 
judge’s nomination to the full 
Senate weeks in advance.

Influential Shiite

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I The country’s most 
powerful Shiite cleric endorsed the 
draft constitution Thursday, reject- 
ing opposition voiced by other 
leaders of Iraq’s majority sect and 
underlining a rift also on display in 
anti-British violence in the south- 
ern city of Basra. 

Two officials in the Shiite 
Muslim hierarchy in Najaf said 
Grand Ayatollah Ali al-Sistani 
called senior aides together and 
told them to promote a “yes” vote 
among the faithful during the Oct. 


15 national referendum on the con- 
stitution. 

The officials refused to be iden- 
tified because they are not autho- 
rized to speak for al-Sistani, who 
only issues state- 
ments through 
his office and 
makes no public 
appearances. 

Iraq’s minor- 
ity Sunni Arabs, 
who lost power 
and privilege 
with the fall of Saddam Hussein 
in the U.S.-led invasion, are deeply 
opposed to the constitution. They 
form the bulk of the country’s vio- 
lent insurgency and have stepped 


up attacks on Shiites in advance 
of the vote. 

Some saw a Shiite split in play 
during the violence this week in the 
predominantly Shiite city of Basra, 
where British troops clashed with 
mobs and smashed into a jail while 
rescuing two soldiers. 

Iraqi and British officials have 
sought to play down the difficul- 
ties between local authorities 
in Basra and the 8,500-soldier 
British force. 

“I do not think that this will be an 
obstacle that cannot be overcome,” 
Iraqi Prime Minister Ibrahim al-

LONDON I A suspect in the July 21 
bombing attempts on the London 
transit system was returned to 
Britain from Italy on Thursday and 
charged with attempted murder. 

Hussain Osman, 27, also faces 
conspiracy to commit murder and 
explosives charges in the failed 
attacks on three subway trains and 
a bus. He is to appear in a top-secu- 
rity London court Friday. 

The charge sheet alleges that 
Osman — an Ethiopian national 
known in Italy as Hamdi Issac — 
“did attempt to murder passengers 
on the Transport for London sys- 
tem” on July 21 and “did conspire 
together with others” to murder 
travelers. 

He is also accused with making 
or possessing an explosive substance 
intended to endanger life or cause 
serious injury. 

Three other men have been 
charged with attempted murder 
and conspiracy to murder. Ibrahim 
Muktar Said, 27, Ramzi Mohamed, 
23, and Yassin Omar, 24, all of 
London, are being held awaiting a 
November court appearance. 

Osman fled to Italy after the 
failed attacks, and was detained 
there on an international arrest 
warrant, jill lawless (ap)

Post-election talks 
yield no resolution on 
who should lead nation 

B E R L I N I Conservative leader Angela 
Merkel and Chancellor Gerhard 
Schroeder failed Thursday to resolve 
their battle over who should lead 
Germany’s new government but 
agreed to meet again to explore 
forming a right-left coalition to 
steer efforts to revive Europe’s 
largest economy. 

Both Merkel and Schroeder have 
laid claim to building Germany’s 
next government after neither party 
won a clear majority in parliamen- 
tary elections Sunday, leaving the 
country in political crisis. 

The deadlock means Germany 
could spend weeks without leader- 
ship at a time when it desperately 
needs direction to push through 
badly needed economic reforms. 

Merkel said Thursday’s talks 


took place “in a constructive atmo- 
sphere” but indicated her conser- 
vative Christian Democratic Union 
and its sister party, the Bavaria- only 
Christian Social Union, would not 
give ground on the issue of who 
should be chancellor. 


Yet the Social Democrats are 
holding out with their argument 
that German voters rejected Merkel 
as chancellor, awarding her party 
only 27.8 percent support after 
months of polling as much as 40

EU Changes Tactics in 
Bid to Refer Iran to U.N 


VIENNA, AUSTRIA I The European 
Union offered a slight compromise 
Thursday in its drive to refer Iran 
to the U.N. Security Council, tell- 
ing Russia, China and other Iranian 
allies it was prepared only to delay 
the initiative and not give it up. 

Backed by the United States, 
the Europeans said that if referral 
opponents did not accept the offer, 
the EU would push for an imme- 
diate vote on Security Council 
action, diplomats at a meeting of 
the International Atomic Energy 
Agency said. 

The Europeans and Americans 
believed they could win a vote at the 
IAEA. But both China and Russia 
hold veto power on the Security 
Council and could block any action 
there against Iran — including pos- 


sible sanctions — over its suspect 
nuclear program, so a delay would 
give the EU time to seek wider 
support. 

While the new offer backed 
off threats of forcing a vote on 
immediate referral, it implicitly 
would establish the basis for later 
Security Council involvement by 
asking the board to find Iran guilty 
of noncompliance with the Nuclear 
Nonproliferation Treaty. 

A previous EU draft resolution, 
which remained on the table, called 
on the 35 nations of the IAEA board 
to report Iran to the United Nations’ 
highest decision-making body dur- 
ing this session. 

Iran insists its nuclear activi- 
ties have not violated the treaty.

Russian Court 
Rejects Appeal 
From Oil Tycoon 

MOSCOW I A court rejected Mikhail 
Khodorkovsky’s appeal of his con- 
viction on fraud and tax evasion 
charges Thursday, but reduced 
the oil tycoon’s prison sentence 
from nine years to eight. 

The swift end to his appeal is 
the latest twist 
in the saga of the 
man who was 
once Russia’s 
richest tycoon. 

It also doomed 
his quixotic, 
last-ditch effort 
to run for par- 
liament, a move that would have 
kept the politically charged case 
in the public eye. 

The Moscow City Court judg- 
es announced their decision 
after only one day of arguments, 
prompting furious accusations from 
Khodorkovsky’s lawyers that their 
client did not get a fair appeal,

Hurricane fears send

N E w YO R K I Crude oil prices slipped 
Thursday after racing past $68 a 
barrel earlier in the day, as trad- 
ers waited to see if a weakened 
Hurricane Rita will bring another 
round of devastation to the Gulf 
Coast, disabling refining capacity 
and driving fuel prices higher. 

Oil jumped more than $1 in 
early trading as Rita closed in on 
Texas, raising fears it could cripple 
major production facilities largely 
untouched by Hurricane Katrina 
three weeks ago, as well as drive up 
at-home energy costs this winter. 

But energy prices fell back at 


midday, pulled lower by reports 
that the storm lost steam through- 
out the day and was downgraded to 
Category 4 storm from Category 5. 
Rita is projected to make landfall 
Saturday on the Texas coast. 

Worries remain about a direct 
hit on the Texas coastline — home 
to more than a quarter of U.S. refin- 
ing capacity — when some refiner- 
ies near New Orleans remain shut 
following Hurricane Katrina. 

“If you take out another 10 
percent of capacity, we are talk- 
ing about some serious distilla- 
tion capacity coming offline,” said 
oil analyst Sheraz Mian. “We are 
faced with perhaps the worst pos- 
sible situation that planners and 
policy makers could imagine,” he

Storm-Related Jobless 
Rates Expected to Rise 


WASHINGTON I More than 200,000 
Americans have lost their jobs 
because of Hurricane Katrina, and 
more bad economic news is on the 
horizon as Hurricane Rita heads 
for Texas and the biggest collection 
of oil refineries in the U.S. 

The Labor Department on 
Thursday increased the total 
number of job losses attributed to 
Katrina to 214,000, with 103,000 
coming in just the past week. 


Some private economists believe 
a half- million people were thrown 
out of work by Katrina and they are 
forecasting that the nation’s unem- 
ployment rate, which had fallen 
to a four-year low in August, will 
climb when the September report 
is released on Oct. 7.

Delta to Cut 9,000 From 
Payroll, Reduce Salaries 


ATLANTA I A mere eight days after 
filing for bankruptcy protection, 
Delta Air Lines Inc. signaled 
Thursday it wants to move quick- 
ly to reduce costs as it announced 
it will eliminate up to 9,000 more 
jobs, slash pay for executives and 
other employees and cut domestic 
capacity while adding more inter- 
national flying. 

The changes were not a surprise 
but the speed in putting them forth 
was, said airline analyst Ray Neidl 
at Calyon Securities. “It shows that 
they’re determined to turn this air- 


line around,” he said. 

That won’t happen without pain 
for many employees who stuck with 
the nation’s third-biggest carrier 
through nearly $10 billion in loss- 
es and earlier rounds of cuts that 
shed 24,000 jobs since 2001. The 
job cuts announced Thursday, which 
will be phased in over more than a 
year, represent 17 percent of Delta’s 
flagship operation’s work force. 

The $450,000 salary of the 
airline’s chief executive, Gerald 
Grinstein, will be cut by 25 per- 
cent.

‘History of Violence’ 
explores the fault 
lines in human nature 

FILM I The less you know about “A 
History of Violence” before you 
see it, the better. And yet there’s 
so much to say, it’s hard not to 
want to ramble on. 

The latest twisting thriller from 
director David Cronenberg tells the 
story of an Indiana family whose 
small-town idyll is destroyed by vio- 
lence. It offers a searing examina- 
tion of how far people will go under 
duress, of the darkness in our per- 
sonalities that reveals itself during 
unexpected circumstances. 

The performances are uniformly 
excellent from a beautifully chosen 
cast, especially Viggo Mortensen 
as the mild-mannered patriarch; 
Maria Bello, who plays his wife 
with powerful understatement; 
and William Hurt in a brief but 
scene-stealing cameo as a pas- 
sively threatening Philadelphia 
mob boss. 

Based on a graphic novel by John 


Wagner and Vince Locke, the script 
from John Olson shows us who the 
bad guys are early — they’re the ones 
whose nonchalant approach to fatal- 
ly shooting people is chilling. But 
as the film goes on, violence finds 
its way into the lives of the good 
guys, too, making it more difficult 


to identify the true villains. 

Cronenberg takes us to places 
that are consistently surprising and 
suspenseful, with Howard Shore’s 
score adding to the building sense 
of dread, and saying anything more 
might ruin it. 

Hurt’s performance alone would 


make “A History of Violence” worth 
seeing. It ends up being just one 
unpredictable element of a film full 
of them, a film that in time reveals 
that the word “history” in the title is 
just as important as the word “vio- 
lence,” and just as inescap- 
able.

The Four-Wheel Boogie 


‘Roll Bounce’ makes 
all the right, though 
predictable, moves 

FILM I There’s more stuff going on 
in the ’70s roller boogie comedy- 
drama-romance “Roll Bounce” 
than there are mirrored panels on 
a disco ball. 

But it does have an undeniable

And the whole 
endeavor is set against the back- 
drop of the socio-economic dispar- 
ity between Chicago’s South Side 
and the wealthier North Side. 

All the storylines and potential 
love interests converge at the Big 
Skate Off, of course. It’s all formulaic, 
but Bow Wow is likable enough, and 
you may as well just give in, because 
you know there’s going to be a “Roll 
Bounce 2 : Electric Boogaloo.”

‘Corpse Bride’ has 
the flesh and bones 
of a charming film 

F I L M I More than a decade after “The 
Nightmare Before Christmas,” Tim 
Burton marries painstaking stop- 
motion animation with digital tech- 
nology in “Tim Burton’s Corpse 
Bride.” The product of that union is 
a film that’s wondrous, strange, poi- 
gnant, and beautifully reflective of the 
director’s darkly humorous style. 


The film follows the romantic 
troubles of a shy young man torn 
between the woman his parents 
have arranged for him to marry 
and the woman who rises from the 
Land of the Dead and accidentally 
becomes his wife. 

The living aren’t exactly the 
most boisterous crowd, though, 
in Burton’s vision of Victorian 
repression. It’s all sharp angles 
and overstuffed bellies, a cold, 
shadowy world colored in varying 
shades of gray. In the midst of this

‘Proof is too hammy 

FILM I Director John Madden’s 
“Proof,” adapted from the Pulitzer 
Prize- and Tony-winning play by 
David Auburn, tries very hard 
and very noisily to be powerful, 
to be About Something. It pres- 
ents its ideas about mental illness 
— whether it’s inherited, whether 
it’s inevitable — with the volume 
consistently turned up. And most 
of the sound and fury comes from 
Anthony Hopkins. 

As Hopkins’ daughter, Catherine, 

Gwyneth Paltrow is painfully one- 
note, and that note is high-pitched 
and shrill. Confusion, anger, fear, 
frustration — all these feelings 
come bursting forth as one big, 
nasal tirade. 

There is an early scene, though, 
when she’s talking to her father, 

Robert, about her fear of losing 
her mind as she ages. She won- 
ders whether she shares her father’s 
insanity as well as his estimable 
mathematic ability. 

He assures her, “Crazy people 
don’t sit around wondering whether 
they’re nuts.” But he also informs 
her that he’s dead. And that realiza- 
tion causes her to visibly crumble 
in a way that’s wrenching.

intimate scenes with Jake 
Gyllenhaal as Hal, a former student 
who’s organizing reams of Robert’s 
notebooks after his death. 

Catherine also must contend 
with the condescending med- 
dling from her older sister, Claire 
(Hope Davis), a smug yuppie who 
has swooped in to organize every- 
thing after their father’s death.

THE 40-YEAR-OLD VIRGIN (R, 111 min- 
utes) Filthy, funny and sweet in equal 
measure, the feature directorial debut 
of “Freaks and Geeks” writer-producer 
Judd Apatow is a Rob Schneider movie 
with the soul of a chick flick. That’s not 
actuallyfair. While it’struethatthecome- 
dy — revolving around the efforts of three 
friends (Paul Rudd, Romany Malco and 
Seth Rogen) to gettheir geeky nice-guy 
co-worker (Steve Carell) deflowered — 
hasa lot of smutty humor, it’salso pret- 
ty smart. In the end, the organ it’s real- 
ly all about exercising is the human 
heart, (mo) 

G (R, 96 minutes) This contrived exer- 
cise in vanity and product placement is 


being billed as a modern-day, hip-hop 
version of F. Scott Fitzgerald’s novel “The 
Great Gatsby.” Summer G (Richard T. 
Jones) is a hip-hop producer who has 
amassed a fortune and moved into a 
seaside mansion. True to Fitzgerald’s 
original story, G has moved thereto win 
the affection of a social climber who is 
the love of his life, a woman named Sky 
Hightower (Chenoa Maxwell), wife of 
snobby scion Chip (Blair Underwood). 
Things go wrong, really wrong, mean- 
ing not that illusions are shattered or 
hearts are broken or people are killed

are — but that the plot is a shambles, the

GRIZZLYMAN (R, lOSminutes) Filmmaker 
Werner Herzog’s documentary takes 
us into both the heart of Alaska and the 
soul of author, wildlife activist, surfer 
and failed TV actor Timothy Treadwell, 
who in 2003 was killed and eaten by one 
of the grizzly bears whose preserva- 
tion he championed. It’s an extraor- 
dinarily moving portrait of a strange 
man, but by gazing at the seemingly 
distant horizon that is Treadwell’s life, 
we are brought disconcertingly closer 
to our own. (dt) 

JUNEBUG (R, 112 minutes) When George 
(Alessandro Nivola), a Southern trans- 
plant to Chicago, brings Madeleine 
(Embeth Davidtz), his Japanese-born, 
British-accented new bride, backto his 
family’s North Carolina homefora visit, 
you’d expect a culture clash. What you 
might not expect is a story that turns 
gradually from the hilariousto the pro- 
foundly moving.

director Phil Morrison’s wonderful little 
fish-out-of-watertale is not Madeleine, 
but her pregnant sister-in-law, Ashley 
(Amy Adams), whose humor, simple wis- 
dom and ability to becomfortablein her 
own skin arethefamily’s, and thefilm’s, 
heart and soul, (mo) 

JUST LIKE HEAVEN (PG-13, 101 min- 
utes) All that some filmgoers need to 
know about this romance is that it fea- 
tures three shots of Mark Ruffalo get- 
ting out of the shower. Ruffalo has carved 
out a winning sideline as a scruffy, thor- 
oughly charming romantic leading man, 
in this case the credible love interest 
for Reese Witherspoon. When David 
Abbott (Ruffalo) moves into afantastic 
San Francisco apartmentand is immedi- 
ately told to move out by itsformertenant 
— Elizabeth Martinson (Witherspoon), 
who three months earlier was hit head- 
on by a truck — their banter crackles 
with tart, unforced verve. In a bum- 
mer of a bait-and-switch, though, the 
whimsical romance undergoes a fatal 
shift in tone, raising troubling end-of- 
life issues, (ah) 

LORD OF WAR (R, 122 minutes) Surface- 
to-air missiles, Kalashnikov rifles, hand 
grenades, bullets: These are the phal- 
lic treasures of Andrew Niccol’s schizo- 
phrenic moviethat revels lasciviously in 
thesins of arms dealing before declaring 
such activity bad, bad, bad. The weap- 
onry isthestockand trade of Yuri Orlov 
(Nicolas Cage), a Ukrainian emigre who 
is bored and directionless in New York’s 
Little Odessa and realizes that the world 
operates on bullets almost as much as 
food. (Warning: American Dream bash- 
ing on the way.) He sets himself up as an 
arms dealer and rises quickly to thetop 
ranks of the international rogue circuit, 
trying to keep a step ahead of Interpol 
agent Jack Valentine (Ethan Hawke). 
Despite its jauntily satirical air, “Lord 
of War” is never better than dour and 
smug. (DT) 

MAD HOT BALLROOM (PG, 95 minutes) 
Marilyn Agrelo’sattimes stirring docu- 
mentary follows groups of young partic- 
ipants in American Ballroom Theater’s 
“Dancing Classrooms” program asthey 
prepare for a climactic dance-off with 
student ballroom dancersfrom New York 
City public schools. In theend, it isn’t only 
aboutthedancing (though there’s plenty 
of that, and it’s pretty darn good) as it is 
about living and growing up. (mo) 
MADAGASCAR (PG, 86 minutes) The lat- 
est offeringfrom DreamWorks Animation 
SKG, a tale of citified zoo animals who 


escape to the wilds of Madagascar from 
theCentral Park Zoo, is high in antic ener- 
gy but low in charm. Voiced by Ben Stiller, 
Chris Rock, David Schwimmerand Jada 
P i n kett Smith, thequa rtet of, res pect i ve - 
ly, Alexthelion, Marty the zebra, Melman 
the giraffe and Gloria the hippo experi- 
encearudeawakening when Alex’scar- 
nivorous nature putstheirfriendshipsat 
stake. Butthe story never really resolves 
its central conflict, which arises from the 
inescapable fact that it’s a dog-eat-dog 
world. (MO) 

THE MAN (PG-13, 84 minutes) Eugene 
Levy is Andy Fiddler, a dental appliance 
salesman who getscaughtinthewrong 
place atthe wrong time. In a hackneyed 
“madcap” mismatching, hefinds himself 
an involuntary partner with ATF agent 
Derrick Vann (Samuel L. Jackson), 
who’s investigating an illegal arms deal- 
er. Levy’sa wonderful comedian, butthis 
script never allows him to be more than 
a third-rate version of his funnier self. 
Jackson fares even worse, (dt) 

MARCH OF THE PENGUINS (G, 80 min- 
utes) In this charmfest of a movie, nar- 
rator Morgan Freeman tells us aboutthe 
habitsand tremendous resilience ofthe 
emperor penguins, whose procreation 
questtakesthem on an incredible jour- 
ney on thefrozen continent, where on a 
good day, the temperature is 58 degrees 
below zero. The film is full of wonder- 
ful moments and spectacles, includ- 
ing thousands of penguins huddled 
en masse, nursingtheireggs. The wind 
moansand peppersthem with snow. But 


they hold onto those eggs, which would 
crack and kill the baby inside if they touch 
the ground, (dt) 

MR. & MRS. SMITH (PG-13, 112 min- 
utes) The premise is admittedly slight: 
Husband-and-wife hit men (Brad Pitt 
and Angelina Jolie) are hired to kill 
each other as bullets and romantic sparks 
fly. Nevertheless, Pitt and Jolie’s mon- 
umental charisma, coupled with direc- 
tor Doug Liman’s stylishly jaundiced 
staging, makes this allegory of modern 
love and marriage a summer diversion 
that’s fast-paced, fun and sexy enough 
forthe multiplex crowd and blackhearted 
enough for those with a taste for some- 
thing more acidic. It’sagrown-up pop- 
corn movie, (dt) 

MURDERBALL (R, 86 minutes) This isn’t 
just the best smash-mouth rugby doc- 
umentary featuring muscular dudes in 
wheelchairs ever made, it’s also a power- 
fulfilm by any standard. Four players per 
team, most ofwhom suffered injuries to 
thespineor neck, rollaround andthrow 
a ball around. We watch likable Mark 
Zupan and his national teammates take 
on the world’s best, including Canada 
— coached by arch rival Joe Soares. 
“Murderball” isn’t just about sports. 
It’s an emotional visit with some deter- 
mined young men (and one middle-aged 
guy ) who refuse to accept limitations in 
every aspect of their lives, (dt) 

MUST LOVE DOGS (PG-13, 88 minutes) 
This listless, cliche-ridden tale of two 
divorcees who meet through an online

‘Extras’ finds Ricky Gervais back on the set 


DEBUT I Ricky Gervais returns 
to episodic comedy in “Extras” 
(Sun., 10:30 p.m., HBO). As 
in “The Office,” Gervais mines 
humor from self-deception and 
delusions of grandeur, or at 
least talent. He’s Andy Milman, 
a would-be actor who quits his day 
job to work as a film extra, all in

“Pajama Day” was once a novelty 
at school, the chance to be silly and 
wear attire usually reserved for the 
privacy of home. But these days 
many young people — 11-year-old 
Haley Small included — are wear- 
ing PJs in public, anytime and just 
about anywhere. 

Haley’s favorite look: a T-shirt, 
flip-flops and pajama bottoms, 
with designs on them ranging from 
Snoopy to monkeys, basketballs to 
smiley faces. 

“Part of it is because it’s cute; 
but the majority of it is because it’s 
comfortable,” said the sixth-grad- 
er, who lives in Glen Rock, N.J., 
and often wears her PJs, “so I can 
sleep the extra five minutes.” Pajama 
bottoms are better than jeans, she 
adds, because they’re cool but less 
constricting. 

Public pajama-wearing grew out 
of college students’ long-standing 
habit of rolling out of bed and into 
class. Now pajamas are a fashion 
statement, with such retailers as 


Old Navy, Target and J.C. Penney 
offering myriad styles for adults, 
teens and preteens. 

The trend isn’t popular with 
everyone, though. School officials 
from Houston County, Ga., to 
Katy, Texas, to Southfield, Mich., 
to Bakersfield, Calif, have banned 
pajama-wearing at school.

One rodeo ends free 
handouts of tobacco 
to its competitors 

Bryan Richardson hadn’t learned 
algebra when he straddled his first 
bull at age 13. By then, he’d already 
been cheyfing tobacco for four years, 
starting when he was 9. 

The two habits — chewing and 
riding bulls — haye long been part- 
ners on the professional rodeo cir- 
cuit. But this past week, one of the 
nation’s oldest rodeos took its best 
shot at that marriage. Tobacco 
companies were preyented from 
giying out free samples of snuff at 
the Pendleton Round-Up in Oregon, 
where for 95 years cowboys haye 
come to test their mettle. 


Now 24, Richardson goes 
through one tin of Copenhagen a 
day, relying on its familiar rush to 
get through each yiolent ride, as he 
did this weekend when he mounted 
Poison and rode the snorting brah- 
ma bull to first place. 

His prize included a hand-hewn 
saddle, a pair of trophy spurs, a fancy 
cowboy hat — but no free snuff, a 
staple that men on the rodeo circuit 
haye come to depend on. 

“At $10 a can, that’s $10 bucks 
a day and $70 bucks a week. You 
do the math. It’s expensiye,” said

— three times the national ayerage, 
according to a suryey conducted by 
the Oregon Department. 

Statewide, 13,000 children 
under 18 said they chewed, and in 
a suryey of eighth-graders, 4 per- 
cent of boys said they had tried it 
at least once. 

In Pendleton, a town built 
around the yearly rodeo, city offi- 
cials said they took the stance 
against the free snuff after hear- 
ing stories of children getting their 
hands on the tobacco, which has 
been tied to oral cancer, as well 
as mouth lesions and tooth decay, 
according to the National Cancer 
Institute.

How do you think this series will 
help citizens visualize a woman as 
president of our nation? 

This show will tap the thinking 
and the heart of people about what 
it means to have a woman president 
and what it means to have a repre- 
sentative democracy. I think it will 
get us closer than we’ve ever been. 

What role do you think single-sex 
education plays in encouraging 
women to become strong, indepen- 
dent leaders? I attended a women’s 
college and am much better for it. 

Do you still see a need for women’s 
colleges? 

I’ve been quite involved in how girls 
and women keep hold of their voic- 
es and their authority. And what 
comes up over and over is the role 
that some form of single- sex edu- 
cation or some time period where 
women are part of a female -only 
learning environment moves 
them way ahead with regard to 
the authority they need to live and 
to lead. And yes, I do think there’s 
a need for women’s colleges. 

My personal opinion is the country 
is ready for a woman to lead if she is 
conservative, but not a woman who 
leans left. Why do you think left- 
leaning women polarize America 
so much? Is it because they tend to 


come across as narcissistic? 

No. Not narcissistic. It’s because 
that often the first woman, if she 
is the only woman vying for the 
presidency, often has to show she’s 
“man enough for the job.” She has to 
“out-tough” the men around her to 
prove her credentials, which often 
leads to a woman who can’t display 
all of the attributes a woman presi- 
dent could bring to the presidency. 
The trick is to get enough women 
vying for the presidency that we 
get to choose the woman we want 
based on her agenda, not gender. 
Numbers matter. 

How long do you think it will be 
before America has its first female 
president? Do you think the well- 
known women of the day — Hillary, 
Condi, etc. — have a chance, or will 
it go to the next generation? 

I feel sure we will have a woman 
president by 2012. What I hope 
is that many women will begin to 
run for the presidency so we get to 
choose the women we want.
